T H F W R O N G W AY A N D THE RIG H T W AY 
For two years after his unprecedented non-stop flight to Paris. 
Charles A. Lindbergh was the rom antic idol of women the world over, 
and when he m arried Anne Morrow m any feminine dream s had to be 
p u t away in mothballs. 
For a time after the equally attractive and en­ 
gaging Douglas C orrigan took off for California, and through a tongue- 
in-cheek miscalculation landed in Ireland, he seemed to evoke sim ilar 
h ea rt-th ro b s in m any communities. 
Now he, too, has m arried, but since he wed his childhood sweet­ 
heart m Texas, maidenly m ourning elsewhere will be modified by a recog­ 
nition of the appropriate.

ANO TH ER REASON A G AINST TH IRD TERM 
The prime argum ent against a third term is th at no m an, as chief 
executive of this republic, should have power to shape the course of the 
nation for more th a n eight years, which was the length of the term of 
office of such national heroes as W ashington. Jefferson and Jackson. 
But the fact has been mentioned that, if given another term of 
office, making twelve years in all, President Roosevelt would be shaping 
th e future of the country for a generation after th a t time. 
The reason 
for this is Mr. Roosevelt's well known proclivity for appointing to the 
courts, justices who believe particularly in his own brand of so-called 
New Deal democracy. 
He has already m ade m any appointm ents of this 
kind and. if given four years longer, would virtually h a \e lemoldcd most 
of the higher courts of th e country1 in line with his own wishes. 
And 
these Justices would hold office long after Mr. Roosevelt had retired. 
Along this line it may be well to quote a statem ent m ade recently 
by Lawrence 
Phipps, Jr., 
son of the illustrious former Senator Phipps 


of Colorado. 
Mr. Phipps 
said: 
"No m an should have the power to appoint members of all the 
federal courts of this country for so long a period as twelve years. 
To 
m e th at is one unanswerable argum ent why no m an should be President 


for three term s.” 
“T he President has the power to fill all vacancies on all the federal 
benches of the nation from the lowest to the highest. 
There are m any 
changes in all of the various branches of the judiciary in four years. 
T here arc a great m any more vacancies to be filled in eight years. 
I be­ 
lieve ’he sentim ent of the nation is th a t eight years is long enough to 
give any one m an the power to fill those judicial positions with men of 
his own beliefs, no m atter how good his intentions. 
But to allow one m an 
to nam e all of the federal judges for a period of twelve years and to 
load the s o u r * with men of his own theories during th a t period of time 
does not make for an im partial judiciary which is a fundam ental princi­ 
ple of freedom. 
We could not avoid an element of lopsidedness in the 
personal beliefs of the members of the court. 
I do not believe the A m er­ 
ican people will ever give one m an twelve years in the W hite House for 


th a t very reason alone.”
